GE Strikers 
R«/«cf Co. 
Wop Offer 


NEW YORK (AP) - The two 


unions representing the bulk of 
133,000 employes striking the 
General Electric Co. cited the 
latest government cost of living 
figures Tuesday as justification 
for rejecting company offer. 


General Electric declined to 


comment on the statement of 
the AFL-CIO International Un- 
ion of Electical Workers (IUE) 
and 
the 
unaffiliated 
United 


Electrical Workers (UE). 


Instead, a spokesman tor the 


company said the matter had 
been discussed frequently at the 
bargaining table, undoubtedly 
would be again, and that man- 
agement regarded that as the 
proper place for comment. 


The union statements were 


made by John H. Shambo, IUE- 
GE conference board chairman, 
and Joseph Turkowskl, secre- 
tary of the ,l|E-GE conference 
-boartf," following a Federal La- 
bor Statistics Board report that 
the national index of consumer 
costs rose 6.1 per cent during 
19G9. 


"Tho latest, shocking cost of 


living figures are just not statis- 
tics," Shambo said. "To GE 
workers they mean less moat on 
the table, less opportunity for 
children to get the kind of edu- 
cation they are 
capable of, 


hopes for better housing post- 
poned and a bleaker retirement 
ahead. 


"They point up the cruelty in 


GE's talk about fighting Infla. 
tion when the fight would be 
waged by those already its chief 
victims. They are further justi- 
fication for the union's propos- 
als. They art) further evidence 
of the inadequacy of GE's of- 
fer." 


Turkowskl declared that the 


new government figures "show 
tow unreasonable and com- 
pletely out of touch with reality 
are General Electric's propos- 
als." 


"This is why an adf-iuate cost 


of living clause is a key econom- 
ic issue in this strike," Tur- 
kowski concluded. "An agree- 
ment without it would condemn 
the GE workers to economic 
disaster." 


Members of the two unions 


earned an average base wage of 
$3.25 hourly prior to the staituf 
the strike Oct. 21. The walkouts 
have crippled most production 
at GE plants in 135 cities across 
the nation. 


The Initial offer included up to 


25 cents hourly premium for 
workers and special skills but 
left the economic terms for a 
second and third contract year 
subject to reopeners. The see-

He starts by explaining 


why the South hand should 
be opened one heart. It. has 
17 high-card points but you 
should never open no-trump 
with a singleton. For suit 
purposes it 
is worth 
19 


points because of the two 
distributional 
points for a 


singleton. It is a good hand 
but too weak to open with 
two. You open one heart be- 
cause with two 
biddable 


suits of unequal length you 
should open the longer one. 


The North hand is worth 


eight points in support of 
hearts and with 
adequate 


trump support is a proper 
r a i s e to two. South has 
enough to go right to game. 
Remember, 26 points is the 
normal requirement for a 10- 
trick suit game. 


South looks over dummy 


and counts five trump tricks, 
one diamond trick and three 
or four club tricks depending 
on whether or not the club 
suit will break 3-2. 


Can he get an extra trick 


In the trump suit? He can 
ruff some spades in his own 
hand but this isn't going to 
give him any extra tricks 
since he will be ruffing with 
a normal trump trick. On the 
other hand, if he can ruff 
s&rrte card in dummy he will 
be collecting a sixth trump 
trick and he can ruff a dia- 
mond there provided he does 
not pull trumps.

When a person who is oth- 


erwise healthy complains of 
heartburn, acid s t o m a c h , 
bloating, abdominal pain or 
rumbling, constipation, diar- 
rhea or gas, he u s u a l l y 
blames it on something he 
has eaten, even though he 
can't always put his finger 
on the source of the trouble. 
The foods 
most 
o f t e n 


blamed, rightly or wrongly, 
are cheese, pork, beans, cab- 
bage, raw fruit, hot breads, 
spices, pickles, uoffee, tea 
and alcohol. 


Before a corrective diet 


can be prescribed, however, 
it is necessary to know how 
it will change the acidity or 
alkalinity of the normal di- 
gestive secretions, the rate 
of contractions and o t h e r 
pertinent factors related to 
digestion. For example, it 
has been shown that fruit 
juices are less acid than the 
normal g a s t r i c juice and 
will not irritate the stomach, 
even though they may ag- 
gravate a sore mouth or an 
ulcer of the esophagus or 
stomach. Milk and proteins 
are often given to persons 
with peptic ulcer because 
they absorb 
or neutralize 


stomach acids. 


Recent studies show that 


all types of fat equally de- 
press acid secretion in the 
stomach and slow up its 
emptying. For this reason, 
fats should be taken in mod- 
eration. Spices have been 
cleared of the charge that 
they stimulate acid uastrie 
M'crutmn but coltce. lea and 
alcohol may do so unless 


taken in moderate amounts 
along with a full meal. 


Other studies have shown 


that the blandness of a diet 
does not affect the rate of 
healing of peptic ulcers. The 
observers 
concluded that 


food must be extraordinarily 
rough and taken in large 
quantities to have any appre- 
ciable effect on the lining, of 
the stomach. This explains 
why two totally d i f f e r e n t 
diets for peptic ulcer vicUrns 
i the Sippy and Mnulen«rjBolit 
diets) have worked equally 
well. Such other measures 
as getting rid of emotional 
problems, avoiding tobacco 
and the use of appropriate 
medicines are necessary for 
the cure of those ulcers and 
the prevention of their re- 
currence.

tions, several and possibly even 
all five, might not be willing to 
surrender to the new prerequis- 
ites.
